Governor Flowei-'s Home County is 
Strong: for Silver—New York 
Will Sup p ort a Democrat. 


N e w Y or k , June 23. — T he state­ 
m ent of ex -Secretary Whitney, p ub ­ 
lished yesterday, is the sensation of 
the hour in New York . 
Mr. W^hit- 
ne y’s adm ission that the silver sen- 
tim ent is growing, and that the c on­ 
vention 
at Chicago will be c on­ 
trolled by the friends of the white 
metal, came as a rude shock to the 
ultra gold wing of the dem ocracy. 
H is assertion that the majority of 
p eop le 
in 
E urop e dem anded the 
double standard has draw n the fire 
of the local newsp ap ers,which chal­ 
lenge the ex secretary 
to nam e a 
few of the foreign bimetallists, at 
the same time declaring that B al­ 
four is the only statesm an of p rom ­ 
inence in G reat Britain 
who has 
shown any interest in the matter. 
T he fact 
is that Mr. 
Whitney 
overshot the m ark in this p articular, 
but that in the m ain his statem ent 
of the situation is substantially c or­ 
rect. 
H e has seen the handwriting 
on the wall and is p rincip ally c on­ 
cerned with the character of the 
p lank to be adop ted at Chicago. 
Mr. W hitney is not a radical silver 
m an, but there is no question but 
he favors a concession to the free 
silver sentiment 
of 
the 
country, 
which will unite the p arty in the 
com ing 
election 
and 
p revent 
a 
sp lit. 
*T am willing to a d m it,’’ he said 
yesterday, 
“ that 
the 
silver men 
will have almost a two-thirds m a ­ 
jority in the convention. 
It is to 
be hop ed, however, that the dele­ 
gates will not go too far, and that 
the p latform of the p arty will be 
such that any dem ocrat can sub ­ 
scribe to Its terms. 
T he west will, 
of course, dem and free silver in the 
convention, and the eastern dele­ 
gates in the main 
will strive to 
have adop ted a sound money,' or 
gold 
standard, p latform. 
M utual 
concessions should be m ade in the 
interest of harm ony, and if this is 
done the p arty will enter up on the 
work of 
the 
cam p aign 
in much 
belter condition than would be the 
case if 
a 
radical 
p olicy 
should 
p rev ail.” 
Mr. 
W hitney 
went 
to 
Albany 
yesterday afternoon to confer with 
S enator Hill and other dem ocratic 
leaaers. 
T he rap id growth of the

of Messrs. Hill and W hitney to a c ­ 
tion.

sarcastically rem ark ed Mr. Sover­ 
eign. 
H e chuck led and hum m ed 
the ditty: 
“ And they d id n’t do a thing to 
him.

“ All the various labor organiza­ 
tions,” he continued, “ while 
they

What the Bulletin Just Issued Has 
to Say. 


T he crop bulletin issued by the 
Missouii section, climate and crop 
service, 
weather 
bureau, 
for the 
week ending June 20th, says: 


In most counties of the state the 
weather during the past week was 
very favorable to the farmer. 
T he 


temperature averaged a little above 
the normal except in the extreme 
southeast w’here it was slightly 
b e ­ 
low, and there was a good percen t­ 
age of sunshine. 
In a number of 
the eastern counties the rainfall for 
the week was from i 
to 
2 
inches 
and in a few localities it exceeded 
2 inches, but over the greater p or­ 
tion of the state there was less than 
half 
an 
inch, 
in 
m any 
of 
the 
southern and western counties rain 
would now be beneficial to corn, 
pastures and gardens, and in some 
districts it is needed badly. 
In a few of the 
eastern counties 
the ground has continued too wet 
for cultivation and corn 
is still in 
the weeds, 
but elsewhere the crop 
has been cleaned out and is gen er­ 
ally in good condition and growing 
finely. 
Considerable early corn has 
been laid by, 
and in the southern 
counties it is silking and tasseling. 
Planting and replanting is not yet 
finished in some sections. 
Chinch 
bugs are reported doing some d a m ­ 
age to corn in a few counties. 
Cotton is reported in bad c o n d i­ 
tion 
in 
Stoddard 
and 
Pemiscot 
counties owing to continued 
wet 
weather, but in D unklin and New 
M adrid counties it looks well and 
is blooming. 
W heat harvest is now in progress 
in 
the northern 
counties, 
but is 
about com pleted in the central and 
southern, and stacking and 
thresh­ 
ing have com m enced. 
A large per 
cent of the crop is very poor. 
Oats 
are rusting badly in places, but as a 
rule continue to d© w^ell. 
T h e y are 
ripening, 
and 
harvest 
has 
c o m ­ 
m enced in the southern counties. 
H a yin g has com m enced, 
and 
the 
crop is generally good. 
G ardens 
and potatoes are doing well in most 
counties. 
E arly apples and peaches are on 
the market, 
and 
blackberries are 
ripening.
